COL FUNSTON'S CAREER 


Strange Adventures of a Re- 


markable Young Soldier. 


BE IB NOW FIGHTnW IT MA5IL1. 


He H»» Powarfct In41ui, Suffered IB 


Dearth Valler, •z»lM«4 AlMlM,

Colonel Frederick Funston, who led 


the three companies of the Kansas regi- 
ment in their gallant charge against 
the Filipinos the other day, is one of 
'the youngest colonels in the United 
States army. He is 28 years old. 


Colonel Funston was born in Kansas 


and is the son of an el-congressman 
from that state. He was graduated from 
the State university of Kansas and then 
became a newspaper-man at Fort Smith. 
Ark. While there he saw hard fighting 
during the Indian outbreaks, joining 
the troops on several occasions and re- 
maining with them through a winter 
campaign. After leaving Fort Smith 
he joined a government expedition to 
Death valley, in southern California, 
sent out to make a geological investiga- 
tion. Death valley is said to be the 
most desolate waste in this country. 
The expedition suffered every kind of 
privation for nine months, in which 
time Colonel Funston took the record 
of the highest temperature ever meas- 
ured for any government, which was 
165 degrees F. 


Betnrning from this expedition he 


took a commission from the government 
to explore Alaska, and for two years he 
wandered about there alone. After a 
rest of several months he went to Mex- 
ico and Central America on a private 
venture, it being his object to get op- 
tions on land for coffee plantations. The 
project needed more financial support 
than he could secure in the west, and 
for this reason he visited New York. 
The support, however, was not forth- 
coming, and Funston became assistant 
secretary for the Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad. 


The routine of this poet was monoto- 


nous to him, and three months later he 
surprised bis friends by enlisting as a 
private in the Cuban army, His promo- 
tion in that service was rapid. Soon he 
was made lieutenant, then captain, 
then major, and finally he was put in 
command of all the artillery force east 
of Havana. During the 18 months he 
spent in Cuba he was in 23 battles, had 
his left arm mutilated by a shell, re* 
ceived a Mauser .bullet in bis left lung, 
and was sick of .the feye* for two 
months. Once while leading a, battery 
to a point of vantage he, had bis horse 
shot under him. .The horse rolled on 
Funston's right leg, crushing the thigh. 
His campaigning had by this time 
rendered him a physical wreck,' and not 
feeling able to continue in the service 
he asked to be retired. Bis request was 
granted. On the way to the coast, how- 
ever, he was captured by the Spanish. 
He was condemned.to,die, but later, 
being put on parole,,escaped and came 
to New .York. .

The Loss »f on I»oh IB Height HlgU 
) 
Bring Serlmu OeeaeqmeMe*. 


In a paper read by Major Henry 8. 


Kilbourne, surgeon United States army, 
before tbe Association of Military Sur- 
gflons of tbe United States, he advocated 
tbe theory that tbe physical power of a 
race or people—and consequently their 
oapaoity for work—is measured by their 
average stature. For every inch of 
height between five and six feet tbe ex- 
treme breathing oapaoity is increased 
eight on bio inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 35 years. A 
table of measurements of 190,631 native 
white Americans, accepted for the mili- 
tary service of the United States, showa 
that tbe number of men below 63 inches 
in height is but little greater than tbat 
of the class abovo 73 inches. The most 
numerous class is included between 67 
and 69 inches, and this standard class 
would have a greater chest girth than 
the average. Tbe mean height of 135 
United States naval cadets above tbe 
age of 23 years was 67.80 inches. As 
these men are drawn from all parts and 
classes of the United States they repre- 
sent very nearly the typical physical 
development of the American people of 
25 years of age. 


Major Eilbonrne concludes tbat the 


commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no de- 
terioration of'physical quality. "Not so 
with the swarthy, low browed and 
stunted people now swarming to our 
shores. Absorbed into the body of the 
people, these multitudes must irretriev- 
ably evolve an inferiority of type. To 
realize the result of snob a contingency 
let it be considered tbat the loss of an 
inch in stature might bring in its train 
the loss of national ascendency. Let us 
take care, then, that tbe state shall 
suffer no injury."—Boston Transcript.

From time immemorial straw, prob- 


ably because of its inseparable connec- 
tion with bread, tbe staff of life, has 
bad a more 'or less sacred significance. 
Our Aryan forefathers strewed their al- 
tara with it and swore on it as we 
swear on the Bible. It is easy to under- 
stand how this practice would lead to 
the stalk of corn being used as the sym- 
bol of a binding contract. For instance, 
tbe Latin- for a stalk is stipulatio, 
whence naturally comes "stipulation." 


In medieval times the presentation 


of a stalk of-corn was a sign of service 
and faith. So, too, at hiring fairs in 
later times servants wishing to be hired 
1 carried a straw in their mouths. And in 


the days when unscrupulous persons de- 
liberately hired themselves out to liti- 
gants to give any evidence that was 
Wanted, they wore straws in their shoes, 
from which custom we have the saying 
"man of straw"—a person of no mate- 
rial or moral worth. The horse with 
straw plaited in his mane and tail is 
perhaps the last surviving instance of 
the significance of straw as implying or 
binding a contract.

Ctutoou at the German Playi Unlike Then* 


of American Audience*. 


The audiences that Bather at the Ger- 


man theater in Irving place are nnhfce 
those seen at any other playhouse in 
town. During the recent engagement of 
Agnes Sorraa there, the audiences were 
exceptionally large and offered a strik- 
ing illustration of the difference be- 
tween them and the gatherings in tha 
theaters devoted to English plays. The 
qnietiof the spectators is the first no- 
ticeable difference. 
Nobody speaks 


jveti quietly to his neighbor without 
leaning over so closely to him that the 
sound could not possibly disturb any- 
body else, £ven then the whisperer is 
likely to be reminded by a rebuke from 
in front or behind. The slightest noise 
interrupts the course of the spectators' 
enjoyment and that is something which 
will not be tolerated by the serious play- 
goers of the German theater. The only 
talking they propose to hear is that of 
the actors on the stage. Applause very 
rarely comes until the close of the act. 
Then, if the performance be worthy, the 
acknowledgment is unrestrainedly cor- 
dial. Laughter at the funny points of a 
farce is never repressed. That indul- 
gence is unrestrained. In comic opera 
the Applause is quite as common as it 
is at the other theaters, and the audi- 
ences like encores quite as much as those 
who bear them in English. 


It is in tho quiet moments of a seri- 


ous play, however, especially when the 
scene leads to an e.\ci!iug climax, that 
the mood of the audieuce is most char- 
acteristic. 
Then from the orchestra 


Beats to the crowded gallery the specta- 
tors are intensely absorbed in every 
movement and every word of the actors. 
When the climax has come and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi- 
ately felt, although there is no applauso 
or any audible outbreak. The feeling 
runs through the bouse and the emo- 
tions are relaxed. Bat the customary 
relief is not expressed as it usually is in 
other theaters by applause. That must 
wait until the curtain falls. 


Like all German theaters the world 


over, the Irving Place is dreadfully 
overheated. Fresh air is all very well 
when one sits im freien, bat indoors ev- 
erything must be appropriately stuffy 
and cot. So the German theater in New 
York frequently becomes distressingly 
warm. But the regular audiences do not 
appear to object to it. Many of the men 
leave the theater between the acts and 
sm9ke in the lobby, more, possibly, than 
would usually be found in an American 
audience. Some of the women occasion- 
ally retire to the lobby, bat the number 
of those who follow the example of the 
men is small. Possibly if the theater 
had a foyer as large as those in Europe 
the audience would retire just as those 
in Germany ddL BnY that custom has 
never become popular here, and there is 
the added attraction of an orchestra to 
keep the audience seated between the 
acts. Very few of the continental thea- 
ters have orchestras. 


The cloakroom system exists to a 


greater extent in the Uerruau theater 
than it does at any other place excepting 
the Metropolitan. Cloaks and hats are 
deposited at the garderobe with regu- 
larity, and the men as well as the wom- 
en are patrons of this branch of tho 
theater. The rule about hats is a qual- 
ified one. The management asks only 
that those hats which interfere with the 
view of persons behind shall be remov- 
ed. Others are not forbidden. Few are 
worn, however, and it is interesting to 
see the size of those that are retained. 
They'may not be triumphs of millinery, 
but they show that women sometimes 
think of other things than beauty or 
fashion when they get a hat—th«t they 
think, in fact, of the persons who may 
sit in the row behind them at the thea- 
ter.—New York Sun.

An Entire Crew, Wifh One Exception, 


Ixut In an Attempted Rescue. 


Iu tbe series of "Heroes of Peaco" 


*iere is an article in The Century on 
"Heroes of tbe Life Saving Service," 
by Gustav Kobbe. Mr. Kobbe says: 


District Superintendent Jerome G. 


Kiab, witb headquarters at Sand Beacb, 
Mich., is cue of the heroes of the life 
saving service. He holds the gold medal, 
tbe highest award the United States 
government can bestow for heroism iu 
saving life. His name is associated with 
what was both one of tbe most daring 
attempts at rescue and one of the great- 
est tragedies of tbe service—a tragedy 
which wiped out an entire crew witb 
tbe exception of this sole survivor. 


Mr. Kiah was at tbe time keeper of 


the Point aux Barques life- saving sta- 
tion on Lake Huron. A vessel struck 
too far out to be reached witb the shot 
and line. Tho peril of attempting a res- 
cue witb tbe snrfboat was only too ap- 
parent, bnt Keeper Kiab mustered his 
men and made tbe launch. For awbile 
their strength and skill enabled them 
to surmount or push through tbe tu- 
multuous seas, bnt, once in tbo open 
lake beyond tbe sboals, where the storm 
was free to riot at will, the real danger 
began- 
It was a test beyond human 


powers. The keeper remembers tbat 
twice tbe boat capsized and was righted. 
After tbat be baa a vague recollection 
of the boat capsizing and righting her- 
self several times, and of tbe crew 
clinging to it until, one by one, tbo 
gnrfmen, perishing of cold, let go tbeir 
bold and vanished beneath tbe waves. 
He has a dim remembrance of tbe boat, 
with himself clinging to it, grating 
over the ab'oal, and tben being flung op 
OD shore.

with one band on tbe root of a fallen 
tree, steady ing himself witb a latb in 
the other and iwaying ai if walking, 
bat not itirring bit feet—a dazed, tot- 
tering wreck of bi* fanner self, mar- 
inuring ia u incoherent way:

NO MAN'S LAND. 


A Weitc.rn Australian Desert and 


lug Characterictlci. 


Hon. David W. Carnegie, son of tbe 


Earl of Sontbesk, returned to England 
after a 13 months' journey across the 
Great Victoria and Great Sandy deserts 
of western Australia. Speaking of the 
natives in the interior, Mr. Carnegie 
said: "The people are very dark, and 
add to their' blackness by smearing 
themselves witb grease and ashes, a fact 
•which makes their presence known at a 
considerable distance. They are verjr- 
ngly—more like monkeys than anything 
else, with tbeir Sat foreheads and pro- 
truding lips. As a rule they-are very 
thin and of small stature—on two oc- 
casions only I saw men upward of 6 feet 
in height. Men, women and children 
are all stark naked. They have no 
bouses, and have no villages. They sim- 
ply scoop out a hole in tbe sand aud 
squat in it, Wben they first saw our 
camels and caravan, tbey were greatly 
excited, never having seen a white man 
before. We never suffered any hurt from 
them, but when any of them got us 
alone, they tried to be hasty, aiid no 
doubt would have proved troublesome 
if tbey bad been given much oppor- 
tunity. Tbey are only one degree re- 
moved from animals. 


"It was only from tbe smoke caused 


by tbeir bunting fires tbat we were able 
to track them, and eo find water." 


Of the results of his journey tbe ex- 


plorer said: 


"We have proved the whole of tbo 


interior of Western Australia between 
Coolgardie and tbeEimberleygoldfields 
to be quite useless for man or beast. 
We saw no auriferous country between 
Lake Darlot district and Kimberley."

former Contributes an Interesting 


Chapter la the Controversy, 


Latter'a Charge of "Reprehen- 


sible Conduct'1 Unfounded. 


Clrcumstinees Connected With Batllt In Which 


Genera's Fleet Was Destroyed. 


Th|; money question! will be before 


the c&ujxtry in a few months almost 
as strongly as ever. Already the new&- 
papers are comparing the yield of gold 
and silver and the comparative prices 
of the metals.

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Washington, Feb. Z1-—In reply to a re- 


quest by Chairman Hale of the naval 
committee, Rear Admiral Scnley, having 
been granted permission to answer the 
charges made against him in the com- 
munication recently sent to the senate, 
yesterday handed to the committee on 
naval affairs his statement, in which he 
disclaims any purpose of controversy 
with the navy department. The letter 
of the department, he says, so far as it 
relates to him, can be summarized under 
the following heads: 


The delay off Cienfuego«; the alleged 


slow progress toward Santiago de Cuba 
from Cienfuegos; the jetrogade move- 
ments of May 26 and 27; the battle of 
Santiago and tbe destruction of Cer- 
vera's fleet. 


The admiral says his orders from 


Sampson on May 19 were to blockade 
Cienfuegos, which he proceeded to do. 
He bad no knowledge that there were 
any insurgents about Cienfuegos T\ho 
were friendly until the Marblehead ai- 
nved on the 24th. Even bad he had this 
knowledge on May 23 the suif would 
have prevented communication. On his 
airivaJ he sent Commander McCaJla of 
the Marblehead ashore to establish re- 
lations with the insurgents, the result 
of which was made known to him at 3:40 
of May 24. Then, for the fliet time, he 
learned difimtely that the Spanish fleet 
was not at Cienfuegos. Within two hours 
he started tor Santiago. 


"What possible ground of criticism," 


he says, "adverse to me there can be in 
all this I do not see. I was on the spot 
acting under ordeis which gave me en- 
tire discretion and yet clothed me with 
the responsibility of going to Santiago 
only after I was satisfied that tbe fleet 
was not at Cienfuegos." 


He quotes from the dispatch of Samp- 


son of May 20, in which the latter says 
Schley should "hold- his fleet off Cien- 
fuegos." If the Spanish ships have put 
into Santiago they must come either to 
Havana or Cienfuegos to deliver tha 
munitions of war which they are said 
to bring for use in Cuba. I am therefore 
of the opinion that tbe best chance to 
capture these ships will be to hold the 
two points, Cienfuegos and Havana, 
with all the force we can muster. If 
later it should develop that these vessels 
are at Santiago we can then assemble off 
that port the ships best suited for the 
purpose; and completely blockade it. 
Until we, then, receive more positive in- 
formation, we shall continue to'bold Ha- 
vana and Cienf uegos/1 


Admiral Schley adds: "This letter is 


not printed either in the appendix or 
executive documents, but I received it 
on the 33rd, and it shows that I was ex- 
pected to hold my Squadron off •Cien- 
fuegos/' 


As to the slow progress towards San- 


tiago on account of the Eagle, he states 
that she was a part of the force which 
Admiral Sampson had seen fit to send 
him, and he had no right to abandon her 
The weather also was rough and not 
much better speed could have been kept 
up. He had been ordered to proceed 
"cautiously." 
If, however, he had 


known that the Spanish fleet was in San- 
tiago, no consideration for the EagJe or 
anything else would have prevented him 
from getting there at the earliest pos- 
sible moment with the larger vessels, 
but the weather and sea made it impos- 
sible to do better than he did. 


Speaking of the retrograde movements 


which the secretary, adopting the lan- 
guage of Admiral Sampson, character- 
izes as "reprehensible-conduct," Adoniral 
Schley says that in 42 years' service, 
"never was such language used to 
characterUs PQiidact of mine, and I e«e 
no reason for it now." 


He adds: "Acting in-accordance with 


my best judgment, Jn view of the cir- 
cumstances, without pprtajp knowledge 
of the whereabouts of that Spanish fleet, 
After having been informed by tbe 
scouts, commanded py'such officers as 
Pigsbee, Jewell and Wise, that, although 
they had been off Santiago for -a week, 
that they had seen nothing* of it and 
knew nothing of its movements, or its 
whereabouts since it had left Curacoa; 
after haying been" assured, bjr Sjgsbee 
that he did not believe it was in Santiago, 
and by the emphatic declaration of the 
Pilot Nunez; and knowing, as the sea 
and weather then were, it would be im- 
possible to coal my squadron off the port, 
I deemed it best to take the action I did, 
the final result of which was the loca- 
tion of the enemy's fleet in Santiago 
harbor." 


Admiral Schley speaks of the difficulty 


of doing anything with the insurgents, 
and refers to the manner in which Lieu- 
tenant Blue took three days to secure 
information. 


As to the battlf of Santiago, Admiral 


Sehlay nays the 'facts of that contest 
speak for themselves. --H« quotes from 
his official report to Sarnpspp, in which 
be congratulates the commander of the 
squadron, and said the'"victory is b|g 
enough for all of us." 
He asks the com- 


mittee to contrast his reports and those 
of Sampson, containing references to 
himself, and continues: 


"As to all this criticism of my course 


prior to the discovery by me on May 23 
of Cervera's fleet, whether from Admiral 
Sampson or the department, none of it 
has ever been mad^ by either to me, and 
I never heard a wprd of it from any one 
until after the battle with that Meet, al- 
though more than flve weeks had passed 
since the alleged 'reprehensible conduct" 
had occurred. 
; 


Although Admiral Sampson used this 


language to the secretary concerning me 
on July 10, juste one week after the 
battle, he has never to this day, in any 
manner, or to any extent. Intimated to 
me any disapprobation, or made to me 
any criticism of my.«pnduct of the flying 
squadron," 


Admiral Bchley then submits- a long 


detailed statement of the fact* he sum- 
marised In the foregoing. 


Detailing events' eonneotei with tho 


battle of July f. he says that at 1:41 of 
that day Admiral Bampeon made signal 
from Ma flagship "d|srec*if movements 
of the comm*n4«rVMi-»Waf,' at* •toarae« 
eastward to lihoaay, "TWs." says Ad- 
miral ichioy. "laft •»"•*•, wwloc o»wr 
present, ao4 nteetparlir clothed mt wjth 
the responsibility of the command." 


Continuing, he declares that when the 


enemy's vessels «ame out of the harbor 
a signal was made from the Brooklyn, 
his flagship, to the fl«et to'"clear ship 
for action." Thea f.i]i«#ej. " 


* "close action," and then the signafthe

ment of the American vessels, closing In

says the Spanish fleet was coming west* 
ward under high speed, and "changing 
course more to westward brought the 
Brooklyn heading eastward to meet it, 
Into a position where she would have 
blanketed the fire of the eastern vessels 
of our force, now changing their course 
to the westward, and between them the 
Spanish vessels. "Instant decision," he 
continues, was trereforo necessary to 
avoid interfering in any way, or cutting 
off any of the fire of our vessels, as would 
have occurred if she had turned toward 
the Spanish fleet, now approaching the 
Brooklyn. 
Turning outward left the 


enemy's ships unmasked by the Brook- 
lyn, 
and exposed them to the concen- 


trated fire of our squadron. 
The re- 


sult of this manoeuvre was that in 3D 
minutes from the opening of the combat 
four of the enemy's vessels were on fire 
and riddled with projectiles. 


All the vessels of the enemy's fleet 


were a little forward of the Brooklyn's 
beam when they turned toward the 
beach on fire At the final capture of 
the Colon, at 1-JE p m., the Brooklyn was 
nearest, the Oregon next and then the 
Texas and Vixen. The New York ar- 
rived at 2.25 p m., and the commander- 
in-cbief assumed command of tha 
squadron. Signals were made from tht 
Brooklyn to the squadron until all signd.1 
halyards were shot away, and then by 
the Meyers' army code." 


In conclusion Admiral Schley contends 


that the turn of the Brooklyn in the bat- 
tle of the 3rd was "the crucial and de- 
ciding featuie of the combat and of de- 
tided advantage " Furthermore he says 
It is a mistake to say that the vessel's 
distance from the enemy was increased 
to the extent of 300 yards, and adds: 
"Though this may not be of record,>lt is 
a fact nevertheless." He cites the fact 
that the charts of the board of naviga- 
tors shows that the Brooklyn was near- 
est -when it emerged from the harbor, 
nearest at every stage of battle and near- 
est the Colon when it surrendered, and 
gives many confirmatory details of his 
flagship's active and effective participa- 
tion in the battle. 


He says he made no report of his 


maneuver in his report of tbe battle, ai 
its effect upon the battle was never a 
question with him. His last paragraph 
reads 


"On May 311 received a telegram from 


the commander-in-chief congratulating 
me upon my success in locating and 
blockading the enemy's fleet at Santiago. 
If it was worthy of communication at 
that time I am at a loss to understand 
how it could have grown into reprehen- 
sible conduct as suggested by Admiral 
Sampson in his letter of July 10, 1S98, 
some six weeks later." 


Miot Bin Wife. 


Somerville, Mas*,;1 Feb. 2L—While tem- 


porarily deranged, owing to a severe at- 
tack of the grip, Walter Mower of this 
city shot his wife in the right breast 
yesterday. Tbe chances are in favor ot 
her recovery. Mower, it is said, has been 
partly insane for a days or two. and 
imagined that there was an attempt be- 
ing made to send him to an insane hos- 
pital. He became more violent yester- 
day and procured the weapon with which 
toe attempted to kill his wife. 


A Warning to Gibers, 


Boston, Feb. 21.—A sentence of not 


less than 10 and not more than 12 years 
Was imposed upon Richard Clark in tha 
superior court yesterday, Clark having 
been convicted of highway robbery. A 
large number of these robberies have 
occurred in and about the city during the 
past few months. 


MAINE'S MURDER BELT 


Eu Another Mysterious Horror For 


the Authorities to Unravel, 


Bradford Han Found Dead 


With Wounds In Head. 


Belief That He Was Murdered and House 


Fired to Conceal Crime. 


BUT FJfiW OBJECTED. 


Bradford, Me., Feb. 21.~As a candidate 


for place In the Maine "murder belt" of 
tie past week, this town presents a mys- 
terious horror whicih, it is believed, will 
prove to be another of those assassi- 
nations for which the Pine Trea State 
provides neither noos« nor electrical 
chair. This community, located some 
UO miles almost directly north of Ban- 
gor. was stirred to its depths by the dis- 
covers' of the dead body of Edward 
BHmgwood in his yard, with an ugly 
wound in ihe back of bis head, a knife 
and rifle lying near. His hou*>e was in 
flames, leading to the belief that he- was 
murdered, and that an attempt was 
made to conceal the cnma. 


Mr. Ellmgwood lived a solitary life at 


some distance from any other habitation, 
and, while he had a reputation of beins 
eccentric he was always considered an 
industrious man, and was believed to be 
quite well off m worldly goods. 


Ha was last seien alive on Saturday 


morning, when he went to La Grange, 
some four miles fi«m his house, to re- 
ceive bis pay for his winter's woik The 
amount wag not very large, and after 
receiving it he went home immediately. 


During the evening some passerby dis- 


covered the house on fire. Rushing into 
the yard, he found Mr. Ellingwood lying 
daad a few feet away from his doorstep. 
The body was badly burned, and the 
position showed that he had evidently 
stumbled out ot the house and dropped 
dead in the yard. 


Beneath the body was a knife, and not 


far away lay a rifle, while a pickaxe 
was also near the body. The house and 
one of the outbuildings were burned to 
the ground. 


The local police were not notified of th« 


affair until yesterday, and the inquest 
will be held today. 


There are a few persons here who be- 


li«v« that Mr. Jniinjjwood committed sui- 
cide, 'but it is the general opinion that he 
was murdered,

And then we went at a keen gal- 
lop for three or four miles. Then we 
stretched ourselves qnt upder the burn- 
ing eun and panted and let our tongues 
loll out of our mouths like so many 
dogs iq August, Finally we turned 
around and marched briskly back to 
Siboney. All this in heavy marching 
order on the hottest day I saw in Cuba. 


"Our captain evidently sized u,p the 


situation pretty accurately and made 
up his mind that the men wouldn't 
stand much campaigning "unless their 
loads were reduced. So the night before 
we started to march to Sevilla he as- 
sembled the company and told the men 
they might use their own judgment 
about lightening their loads, leaving 
behind blankets, shelter tents or any- 
thing they chose, except, of course, am- 
munition, rifles or rations. 


"I tell you it was, a big temptation 


to dump the heavy blankets and shelter 
teats. Nine, put of ten of the men did 
sp without a .moment's, thought or hesi- 
tation. The day'§ work had taken all 
the tuck out of me tad I was a very 
Weary Willie indeed. But I had seen 
some western and southwestern camp 
life, anfl senje way the idea of throwing 
away shelter and bedding didn't eeem 
to appeal to m.e. I had all night before 
me, sp I made for a camp of regulars 
where I fenpw an old western campaign- 
er- I found my m»n and stated my 
case. ! had rigged myself up in heavy 
marching order, go that he could judge 
the situation accurately. The regular 
sized me up and asked me how much I 
weighed stripped. I told him 142 
pounds. 


<* 'Well,' he said, 'you should be able 


to tote that load easily if it was packed 
on yon so that it would ride. You see, 
the way you've got it strung on to yon 
makes you drag it instead of carrying 
it.

Before you buy 


Tuttle & Bryant's, 


GROWTH OF FfRUIT INDUSTRY [

Effect of Cloner Relation* 'With For- j 


to Rico and Philippines. 
' 


One of the bureaus of the department 


of agriculture is known as the "divi- 
sion of pomology," which is in charge 
of all federal inquiry as to the fruit in- 
dustry of the United States. The im- 
portance of this division ia shown by 
the fact that at the last census there 
were in this country more than 800,000 
acres of land devoted to tropical and 
semitropical fruits. The acreage has 
greatly increased since, and the indus- 
try generally is certain to increase stall 
farther by the closer commercial con- 
nections which the United States is rap* 
idly establishing in tbe West Indies and 
in the Philippines. The total value of 
fruits imported into the United States 
last year was in excess of $13,000,000, 
and of bananas and oranges alone more 
than $3,000,000 worth was imported 
from the West Indies—from the British 
West Indies chiefly. The American ex- 
ports of fruits, of which apples are tbe 
chief item, amounted last year to near- 
ly $9,000.000, the chief market for 
which was England, though Germany 
and Canada took a very large share. 


Those in charge of the division of po- 


mology are now preparing to meet the 
extra demand which they believe may 
be imposed upon them this year. In ad- 
dition to other subjects under investi- 
gaiton it is intended that daring the 
next fiscal year a comprehensive repre- 
sentation worthy of the importance of 
the frait industry of the United States 
shall be completed for tbe Paris exposi- 
tion in 1000. It is believed that in the 
present state of the fruit industry great 
benefit to producers and shippers would 
result from a correct understanding of 
oar pomological resources and products. 


The prospective increase in our fruit 


producing areas through the acquisition 
of islands makes desirable the extension 
of investigation to such territory, and 
such investigation is now under way in 
Washington with a view of acquainting 
the American fruit growers with the 
conditions which confront them and of 
the extra efforts in cultivation which 
the domestic producers will be required 
to make

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Uclcachcd ashes make a good fertilizer 


for strawberry plants. 


Never remove large llmba from trees 


when it can be avoided. 


Where a branch is removed, the cutting 


should be close, leaving no stub. 


Cuttings for graftings may be made 


now at any time when the trees are not 
frozen. 


If the ground is dry when setting ont 


trees or plants of any bind, always sprad- 
dle the roots. 


Do not attempt to grow too many vari- 


eties of fruit. Select those that thrive 
best in your locality after a thorough trial.. 


A small, thrifty tree with good roots 


when set out will be a good bearing tree 
sooner than a larger tree with mutilated 
roots. 


When large branches or limbs are broken 


off by wind, the fracture should be shaped 
tip with a saw or sharp knife and covered 
with paint to prevent decay. 


When making the'first start In fruit 


growing, do not undertake too much. 
There is much that can be learned only by 
experience, and experience usually costs. 
—Exchange.

A party of four of aa left Bath for tbe 


upper port of Maiuo for a four days' 
hunting trip. There was one nan among 
us, Orderly Sergeant Richardson, U. 8.

On the tbird morning three of 
ns—the sergeant, another and myself— 
left camp together in .search of game, 
tbe snow falling thick, bat calm; no 
wind. We bad not gone .more than a 
mile from camp when we saw on the 
uoxt ridge (a hillside) five caribous 
standing in such an open place that it 
was almost impossible to get nearer to 
them \vitbout being seen. After a wut 
of some time for tbem to change tbeir 
position, tbat we might advance and get 
a shot of more certainty, onr silence 
was broken by tbe sergeant's remark 
tbat be had killed deer as far away as 
tbat, and thought be could kill one of 
these. 


We all agreed to let him take a shot 


aud estimated tbe distance at 5,00 yards. 
When be got in bis position, which ha 
calls the Texas grip, and selecting tbe 
one on tbe right told ns to look out for 
him, at the crack of hia rifle, to my 
great surprise, down came tbe animal 
with bis back broken. The others, being 
bewildered, ran in a circle like, coming 
to a standstill somewhat Bearer to ns— 
all bands estimated 450 yards. Again 
be selected tbe one oil tbe right, and at 
tbe crack of tbe gnu again the animal 
dropped, shot through tbe heart. The 
other throe leaped off in another direc- 
tion, as we estimated, 600 yards. Then 
tbe sergeant adjusted bis sights to tbat 
distance, and to my great surprise he 
killed the tbird one. The other two sep- 
arated and one of tbem came back near 
to tbe first one that was shot, when be 
stood broadside to us, and the sergeant 
fired, but shot low and broke both front 
leta just above tbe knee. After a little 
skirmishing about in the brush wo 
found him, and one more shot from tbe 
old springfield rifle, with the sergeant 
behind it, gave ns four ont of five cari- 
bous and only five shots fired, and by only 
one man at tbat. We went into camp 
with flying colors and were tbe center 
of^attraction that evening. 


Cue of tbe party inquired of tbe ser- 


geant where he had obtained such profi- 
ciency in marksmanship, when he pulled 
bis coat open and exhibited a splendid 
gold badge from tbe army, a distin- 
guished marksman's medal, won by 
him in 1889 in tbe division competition 
of tbe army, department of tbe east. 
Our party were on this hunt for several 
days and killed six deer, two elks aud 
four caribous, of which Sergeant Rich- 
ardson killed four caribous, three deer 
and one elk, and be killed tbem all over 
800 yards, except one deer, wbicb he 
shot on the run and about 150 yards' 
distance, breaking its neck.—J. 8.

Her 
woe was greater than that of tbe others 
because a certain young man had prom- 
ised to meet her at the station, aud she 
would not bave him see her as she then 
looked for the whole railroad. The men 
in tbe car evidently thought tbat she 
was good to look at just as she was, but 
none of them knew her, and this in- 
formation could not be conveyed to her. 
A delegation of two wom'en was sent to 
compromise with the wise one wbo was 
curling her hair, and they returned in 
disgust. 


"She says that she is going to com- 


plete her toilet before she comes out," 
said one of tbem. ''She is curling her 
hair all over. I asked her if she 
wouldn't please just curl it in front and 
then put her bat on. The rest wouldn't 
show, yon know. She said she would 
attend to tbe curling without any as- 
sistance from me. This is bimply dread- 
ful. I'll never ride in a sleeping car 
again. It is an imposition to bave only 
a little bit of a cubby bole reserved for 
.women, while the men have all the 
room they need. I'm going to sue the 
road." 


An indignant discussion followed, 


and just as the train was pulling into 
New York tbe wise woman made her 
appearance. Conscious that not a single 
flaw could be found in her toilet, she 
ignored tbe angry glances of the other 
women. It was too late for tbem to 
make elaborate toilets, and tbe men 
withdrew from the smoking room, so 
that they might at least use tbe mirrors 
to set their hats on straight. They 
trailed after tbe wise woman as she left 
the car, aud if angry glances could bave 
stabbed her she would have become a 
coroner's case right on tbe platform. 


"This isn't the first time that I have 


seen* such an exhibition," said a com- 
mercial traveler wbo bad been in tne 
car, "and really I don't blame the wise 
woman at all. She simply showed her 
experience. The fault is in tbe con- 
struction of the car, and it is a short- 
sighted policy to make them so, incon- 
venient for women. It takes a woman 
longer to dress than a m.iu, and I be- 
lieve that if tbe car builders would sac- 
rifice tbe space occupied by a section or 
two and put in wash bowls for women 
more women would be willing to ride 
in sleeping cars. As it is, the average 
woman wonld rather stay at home than 
make a trip tbat involved anigbtrido."

If the hives are resting directly on the

best times for moving the bees. The combs 
then are light and the cojony the smallest 
of any time of the year. 


Hives should be made of well seasoned 


pine. If well painted on the outside, it 
will add much to their durability, -besides 
imurovine their appearance. 


ELEPHANT CURIOSITY. 


An Animal Which Stands With Ito Feet 


Imbedded In Bocks. 


On tbe Miles Wilbur farm, less than 


two miles from Palmyra, Wis., nearly 
midway between Bald bluff aud tbe 
Gnrelian spring, on a wild, rocky hill- 
side of the Kettle rouge of bluffs, may 
be found a huge rock kuown far and 
near as tbe "stone elephant." 


It is annually visited by large num- 


bers of people, some of whom'pronounce 
it a petrified elephant of monger size, 
but tbe theory most generally believed 
is that it was hewed ont of the solid 
rock in which it seemed imbedded cen- 
turies ago by some prehistoric rr.co. 


As if to substantiate this latter theory, 


from time to time many valuable tools, 
relics and implements unknown to tbe 
peoplo of this age have been found about 
its base and in that immediate vicinity. 
It is about 20 feet long, 6 or 8 feet high, 
jf a dark gray color and weighs hun- 
dreds of tons. The body only is above 
•the level of the ground, its legs being 
deeply sunk below, holding it firmly in 
a standing position.

around this huge stone tbe Indians 
gathered to offer sacrifice to toe Great 
Spirit and barn tbeir prisoners at tbe 
stake or make tbem the victims.of «low 
torture known only to the Indians.

Light From Sugar. 


A phenomenon, the cause of which 


has not yet been, satisfactorily explain 
ed, was described at a meeting of the 
British association. Disks of loaf sngar 
were mounted on -a lathe and rapidly 
rotated while a hammer played lightly 
against them. An almost continuous 
radiation of light was. thus produced 
from the sugar. It was shown that the 
light did not arise from heating of the 
sugar, and it is believed to be caused 
by some change taking place in the 
sngar crystals. The act of crystalliza- 
tion is known to be sometimes accom- 
panied by flashes of light. The practi- 
cal bearing of these experiments is on 
the question of the possibility of obtain- 
ing artificial light by methods as yet 
untried.—Youth's Companion.

England's Peaal ffyntoak. 
The first convict fleet soiled away 


from England in May, 1787, called at 
Bio Janeiro and arrived at Botany Bay 
early in'January,^ 1788. In tbe fleet 
were a 30 gun frigate, an armed tender, 
three Htoreships 'and six transports, far 
tbe largest fleet that ever sailed to tbe 
South sea, though- the largest vessel 
measured only 460 tons and the email- 
eat only 270 tona 


. OB the six small transports for this 


'long," tropical voyage were packed con- 
victs numbering 504 men and 192 wom- 
en. There were also carried 168 marines 
and 10 officers, a few surgeons and me- 
chanics, the wives of 40 of the marines 
and 13 children, the offspring of con- 
victs. Approximately 1,000 persona 
therefore went to found the colony in 
the newest world less than 110 years 
old. Captain Philip of the British navy 
was placed in command of the expedi- 
tion and given a commission as governor 
and captain general of New" South 
Wales. 
. - 


It is easy for tbe visitor of today to 


understand, the blank dismay that Philip 
must have felt when the fleet sailed 
into Botany Bay and he saw for tbe 
first time the place which had been 
recommended to him as the spot for set- 
tlement: It had been selected by the ad- 
vice of Captain Cook, whose botanista 
had been so 'delighted with the profu- 
sion of new plants they found there that 
taey had given it the expressive name. 
Philip.fonud o.n first examination that 
a more unsuitable-site for a new settle- 
ment hardly-could <bave beau chosen. 
The bay was shallow, there was n« 
good anchorage, there .was no good wa- 
ter, and the adjacent land-was not fer- 
tile, except for botanical specimens. 


Leaving tbe fleet anchored in the bay, 


Philip, started up the coast 1n bis tender 
to hunt for a better home. -Nine miles 
to the northward he found himself fac- 
ing those great gates now- known aa 
Sydney bead, 'which Cook bad seen 
from a distance, 'and, satisfied with 
Botany Bay, had marked on bfa chart 
as & possible harbor for small boats. 
Philip rounded tbe south bead and'was 
amazed to see opening before' him tbe 
bays of Port Jackson—Snyder harbor 
now—famed the world-over as thafinest 
harbor in' the seven seas- and disputed 
for that distinction by •few. Three days 
of exploration left no possible doubt 
that this was tbe place to be selected, 
and Philip returned at once to Botany. 


The fleet was standing oat of the. bay, 


when two French frigates appeared m 
the offing. They bore an exploring party 
under Coroto de la Perouse, without 
hostile intentions, which was 'an im- 
mense relief to the colonists. Botany 
Bay was left to tbe Frenchmen. They 
refreshed and refitted there, staying un- 
til March, and burying on shore one of 
tbeir company, the naturalist of the ex- 
pedition, who died of wounds received 
in an encounter with tbe natives-of .an 
island they bad touched. A few months 
later tbe French expedition was ship- 
wrecked, and every one of the crew~was 
murdered by the natives of Vanikoro, 
one of the Santa Cruz islands. In 1825 
a monument was erected by the French 
government to the memory of the com- 
mander of the expedition at Botany 
Bay. 


This is all of the story of Botany Bay, 


a name long infamous because of its as- 
sociation with convict transportation. 
No convict ever was landed there, no 
settlement ever was made there, and it 
never had anything more to do with the 
"system" than I have related. It is a 
circular bay, with an entrance so wide 
as to leave it almost an open roadstead. 
The shores are fiat, low, sandy and un- 
interesting. 


When I went there not long ago, tbe 


tide was but and tbe beach was foul 
with all sorts of drifts. One peninfcnla, 
which juts between tbe bay and the 
ocean, has been reserved for noxious 
trades, and they will elbow tha obelisk 
erected to the memory of Captain Cook, 
so that in tbe future tbe bay will be no 
more savory than its name has been, 
uu justly, in the past. The French mon- 
ument is at tbj other side of the en- 
trance to tbe bay. 


It was tbe 26tb of January, 1788, 


when tbe fleet of Governor Arthur 
Philip entered what (a now Sydney har- 
bor. Tbe settlement of the continent of 
Australia was begun.—Chicago Record.

For some time 
fashion has dictated a high, stiff collar 
to be worn on all occasions, and the re- 
sult would be seen in the scraggy necks 
exhibited if nine-tenths of the women 
of America were now to be compelled 
to wear low necked gowns. 


Thin necks are the results of insuffi- 


ciently developed muscles. The muscles 
of the neck may be as thoroughly de- 
veloped as those of any other part of 
the body. 


There is a little gymnastic exercise 


which, if faithfully practiced, will not 
fail to transform the scrawniest neck 
into a throat like Annie Laurie's. It 
will likewise, for women who are af- 
flicted with necks too thickly cushioned 
with adipose tissue, reduce the muscles 
into lines of grace and beauty. A 
beautiful neck may be carried into ex- 
treme old-age if the woman who covets 
it is willing to give up ten minutes or a 
quarter of an hour every day to obtain- 
ing and retaining it. 


A good time to exercise is just before 


going to bed'. The exercise for develop- 
ing the neck is as follows: 


First.—Slowly but firmly bend the 


neck . forward until the chin almost 
touches the neck; then very slowly raise 
the head. Repeat this 20 times. 


Second.—Slowly and firmly bend the 


neck backward as fur as comfort will 
permit; then as slowly bring It back 
into position. Repeat this exercise 20 
times.

Third.—Bend head sideways to the 


right 20 times and. to the left 20 times. 


Fourth.—Rotary .movements should 


follow. 
Roll the head slowly to the 


right 20 times, then to the left 20 times. 


Deep breathing is invaluable as an ex- 


t-reise for filling out the hollows of the 
neck on either side the collar bone. The 
breath should be taken slowly through 
the'nose, held as long as possible and 
then as slowly exhaled. The breathing 
exercise should be repeated 50 times. 


After* these exercises the neck should 


be'bathed with'pure olive oil soap and, 
after being rubbed dry with a soft towel, 
should -be anointed with retiring cream! 


Manipulation for about three minutes 


each night an.d 'morning will success- 
fully reduce pSaouble chin. 


This treatment tends to make the skin 


soft and .'beautiful as well as to mold 
the neck into lines of loveliness. Do 
not give up because at the end of a 
week you may look in vain for visible 
signs of.. improvement.

Thin arms, like thin necks, are due to 


imperfectly developed muscles, and they, 
too, by gymnastic exercises, may be 
made plump and. beautiful or. reduced 
from unwieldy, thickness into lines in 
accordance with'nature's plan. Profes- 
sional gymnasts arid prizefighters prove 
this.' Their abnormal muscles are of 
course riot what is aimed at. Only mod- 
erate exercise' is demanded for health 
and beauty. Dumbbells, vowing—artifi- 
cial -or real—Indian club swinging and 
many other exercises taught in the 
gymnasium are conducive to the devel- 


I opment of the arms.' Punching the bag, 
a popular exercrse with prizefighters, is 
useful in perfecting the arms. 
Care 


should be taken to avoid catching cold 
when, overheated from exercise.

.improve their appearance when even- 
ing d.ress Is -worn is to use a good balm 
made expressly for this purpose. In 
regard to such preparations, it is never 
safe, to use cheap compounds. If they 
are conscientiously prepared, their man- 
ufacture is .a- matter of tame, the most 
delicate discrimination and experienced 
Judgment. If first; class ingredients are 
used in their preparation, these are 
very costly in themselves. An intelli- 
gent inind will see that the cost of in- 
gredients, chemical apparatus and skill- 
ed chemists experienced in that special 
line of work will not permit pure and 
carefully put up cosmetics to be sold 
cheap. Skin diseases are the result of 
using impure cosmetics widely adver- 
tized as cheap. Better use no cosmetics 
at all than poor ones.

A STRONO PRESENTATION 


Of the Needs of tht City and tlr 


Dangers of Allowing All Relief 


Work To Be Done in a Tem- 


porary Way by the City. 


The sermon preached by the Rev 


W. L. Tenney at the Congregationa' 
church Sunday was worthy of being 
heard by every person- in the city 
being, as reported yesterday in thit 
paper, on the subject of local charity 
As announced yesterday, The Tran 
script today is able to present a more 
complete report of the address, which 
t\ill probably lead to active work in 
the city. 


Mr. Tenney took as his text thif 


passage from Kuth 2:3: "She went ami 
came and gleaned in the fields aftei 
the reapers." This is an, abstract of the 
sermon: 


The ancient Jew l|ved In a simple 


pastoral society yet it was so organized 
that every one who was so fortunate 
as to own a field had a part in helping 
any of hia countrymen who were less 
fortunate, help themselves. It is a 
question whether the relations between 
employer and employe were ever more 
ideal than when the wealthy farmer, 
Bouz, coming to his fields; greets 
his laborers with the words, "the Lord 
be with you" and when the answer is 
returned with equal friendliness, "the 
Lord bless thee." 


Ruth, going out to glean after the 


reapers was but exercising a right 
granted under the Mosaic law 


Charity in this simpler time, was the 


natural exercise of love, without either 
condescending patronage on the one 
hand or lack of healthy self-respect, 
-upon the other. 


We live, however, in a. more complex 


society and the problem involved in 
bestowing charity, Is no longer the 
simple one which it was in the days of 
Ruth. Bogehot has said, "the' most 
melancholy of human reflections, per- 
haps, is that on the whole, it is a ques- 
tion whether the benevolence of man- 
kind does harm or good." 


The statement seems extreme: yet a 


consideration of some of the examples 
which have been studied most scien- 
tifically, gives it an ad-led weight 


Through 
a wrong beginning, in 


pauperizing1 the "Jukes" family, this 
family has cost the state of New "Eork 
over one million dollars. Twenty-^even 
of the descendants of Ada^Jukes have 
been prosecuted by one attorney; one- 
judge states that he has sentenced 
sixty-nine of them and it has been es- 
timated that six hundred have been 
tried by law. Over Fifty-two per cent 
of the women in this family have been 
immoral. This being true, the evil and 
contamination of their presence in so- 
ciety in the future, can hardly be com- 
puted. Yet the right kind of aid, given 
ever a century ago, might 
have 


changed all this; for the original Juke 
blood was by no means debased. 


The late Dr. McCulloch of Indianap- 


olis, made a similar study of a related 
group of families whom he terms "the 
Ishmaelites." When asked whether any 
belonging to this group are ever suc- 
cessful and independant, Dr. McCul- 
loch answered: "I know of but one who 
has escaped and is today an honorable 
man. 
I' have tried again and again to 


lift them, but they sink back; they are 
a decaying- stock; they cannot longer 
live self-dependent." 


Mr. Tenney then related his experi- 


ence with a similar family in North 
Adams; when it was shown that for 


Sisneratiotno the family 
had 
been 


paupers in New York—most of them 
are licentious and diseased and 


« is Impossible to estimate what the 
poor have done tor the poor in thU 
ity. If the amount could be known It 
vould certainly cause the well-to-do to 
•lush. 
Many of the most needy cases have 


never been reported to the city al- 
noner and I am also convinced that a 
iimb«r of those to whom aid has been 
riven by him, would have been better 
•ft without it. 
A certain class would have been able 


to maintain their independence if they 
•ad paid a lower rent Fourteen and 
'ghteen dollars is too much to pay 
^'hen homes can be secured for eight 
Ijllars and the difference will prevent 
» call upon the almoner. 


Through the giving of orders upon 
'rocers and permitting the orders to 
be filled out at discretion, the city has 
>een purchasing luxuries and dainties 
I?i certain cases which have not been 
needed and have been positively in- 
urious. 
Any family which sends its children 
o the city almoner week after week, 
las become pauperized itself and such 
hildren are apt to grow up with thi 
•^asy belief that the world owes them a 
iving 
without 
any 
corresponding 


^ffort upon their own part. 


From my study of the needs of our 


~>v?n city, from a study of the samo 
subject in other places and from a 
"onsideration of the conclusions which 
'iave been reached as the result of 
public 
and private 
endeavors—five 


orinciples seem 
to 
be 
established 


\\hich we as Christian citizens, will do 
well to heed. 


1. The truest help, is the aid whlr-b 


we give in securing self-help. 
"A 


fence at the top of a precipice is better 
than an ambulance at the bottom." 
Such 'help will never be efficiently ren- 
dered without non-sectarian organiza- 
tion and co-operation. 
College men 


and women can do as much good here 
as those who are in our coiipere set- 
tlements. Every successful worker in 
our factories, can render aid. 


2. We must not alone 
give our 


thought to the present but to the com- 
ing generation. 


It may seem hard, but better for the 


future, put the children of shiftless or 
drunken parents in an industrious 
family, under intelligent supervision, 
than have them where they are. 


3. The motto of the Boston charities 


organization society, "Not alms bi^t a 
friend;" we must emphasize—charity] can 
never be efficient and be cold blooded. 


Every thrifty member of a commu- 


nity is under obligations to be a friend 
to some one who does not possess his 
ability. 


If a charities organization did noth- 


ing else but encourage friendly visiting, 
it would bring a blessing to our city. 


4. Without 
system, 
though 
our 


motives be perfect the most worthy 
and most ne'edy will constantly be 
overlooked. 


5. There is in North Adams enough 


help, only waiting to be drawn out, to 
meet the needs of all who are in 
trouble and at the same time decrease 
the amount which is paid for outside 
hr>;p out of our city, treasury. 


But we must be in earnest, not 


skeptical 
because of past 
failures 


which ought to have come, through 
our lack of business tact in conducting 
them. 


We have theorized enough. 
What 


we now need is a direct, persistent 
systematic 
effort to eradicate the 


causes and alleviate the effects of the 
poverty which is in the midst of us.

THE CURFEW LAW 


ONE BOY FINED $3 TODAY 


First Arrests Under it 


This City Made 


Last Night. 


And His Case Will Serve As a Warning 


That the Police May Occasionally 


Enforce the Law. He Thiught 


the Age Was 14 Years. 


The fi- i arrests in this city under 


the Curfew law were made last night. 
Two younsrsters were taken in cus- 
tody by the officers in front of the Wil- 
son theater. One of them was dis- 
chaiged, it being: shown by his family 
that he was out on an errand. The 
other boy was in court this morning 
and was fined $3 for violating a city 
ordinance. The arrests were made as 
a warning to the crowds of small boys 
that have been violating the ordinance 
With considerable freedom. 


There is no doubt from the impres- 


sion it made on the boys last night that 
the example will prove effective. When 
the Curfew first went into effect there 
was a good deal of respect for it, but 
long immunity has made the boys care- 
less, and they have not even noticed 
in many cases the 
presence of an 


officer after 9 o'clock for the past few 
months. 


It was just nine months, 15 days and 


22 rr mutes after the law went into effect 
before the first arrest was made under 
it. The police had decided that it was 
necessary to enforce the law once or 
twice to make it effective any more, 
and last night was a favoralbe time, 
being warm so that the boys were out 
in force, while the show at the theater 
proved a great attraction. 


Officers Chilson and P. Walsh were 


the ones who rounded up the youthful 
lawbreakers, and they took In charge 
Battista Scavo and James Quirk from 
the crowd. Meanwhile Chief Kendall 
collared another youngster and sent 
him home. 


The two boys were taken to the sta- 


tion and their parents sent for. Quirk's 
brother answered the call and said that 
James was sent out on an errand. This 
proved true, as the boy had when ar-" 
rested a package that he had been sent 
for. He was therefore allowed to go. 


Batista's mother went to the station 


and said s! e ^ "nted the boy to be in 
after 9, anci he «°" il'oAed tn go home 
with her, appearing in court this morn- 
ing. 


On the stanu today he said he went 


out to collect five cents.which another 
boy owed him, and which had been 
promised him during the evening. He 
was waiting for it when arrested. He 
also said that he thought 
the age 


limit was 14 instead of 16. The judge 
decided that there was no excuse for 
this ignorance, and fined him $3- 


The effect on the other boys on the 


street last night was instant. A good 
sized gang of them ran up the street, 
a'nd waited for an officer to appear and 
scatter them. They hung around till 
nearly 10 o'clock, much as they did on 
the first night of Curfew, and then 
went home. 


There is no doubt, however, that the 


arrest -will have a good effect, and 
Curfew may not be so much of a 
laughing stock among the boys for a 
few days.
